To- 
gether they form a fairly rigid picture on the class 
wfoffspring: High earnings per winner, high earn- 
igs per winning race. Of the eight sires whose 
werage earnings per winner was $10,000 or higher, 
Challedon was one of four to lead in average earn- 
igs per winning race. 
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A division leader among the 2-year-olds, 3-year- 
olds, or older horses helps considerably in placing 
a horse well up on this list. Bull Lea had the two 
best 3-year-old colts; Requested, the best 3-year-old 
filly; and War Admiral had two of the three best 2- 
year-olds. Challedon, on the other hand, without a 
divisional leader, shows a very high overall average 
earnings per winning race.

Tourbillon and Sons Dominate 


The French Free Handicaps 


The leaders in the two principal free 
handicaps in France, based on 1948 rac- 
ing. are given in an accompanying exhibit. 
From the Optional, or handicap of 2-year- 
olds. the first 23 are given. with weights 
ranging down to 52.5 kilograms. Among 
the 3-year-olds. the top 26 are listed, down 
to 53.5 kilos. 

A kilogram is about 2.2 pounds. In the 
lists of leaders as given here the range 
for 2-year-olds is from 132 to 115.5 
pounds. and for 3-year-olds from 134.2 to 
117.7 pounds. Only the leaders have been 
accounted for here. Actually 117 2-year- 
olds were handicapped, and 176 3-year- 
olds. the bottom weight in each instance 
being 40 kilos, or 88 pounds. 

The Handicap Optional. which includes 
last year’s 2-year-olds. is a race at 1.600 
meters, about one mile, to be run at St. 
Cloud. The Handicap Libre for 3-year- 
olds (now 4-year-olds) is to be run at 
Le Tremblay at a distance of 2.600 meters. 
a little less than 15% miles. 


THE TOURBILLONS. The weights as- 
signed in the two handicaps emphasize the 
dominating influence of Marcel Boussac’s 
stud, and more especially of the great sire 
Tourbillon. Of the 49 horses in the two 
lists, Tourbillon and his sons account for 
17, or 35 per cent of the total. Two others, 
the 3-year-olds Estoe and Talan, are out 
of daughters of Tourbiilon. 

Thus one stallion, whose American an- 
cestry bars him from the General Stud 
Book, is either the sire or the grandsire 
of 39 per cent of what are officially classi- 
fied as the best 2- and 3-year-olds in 
France last year. This is a performance 
(genetically speaking) seldom equaled by 
any sire in any country. 

Tourbillon was 17 years old in 1945, 
When he got his 1946 crop of foals. But 
the leader on the 2-year-old list is his son 
Ambiorix, and another son, Charleval. out 
of the top-class wartime race mare Cara- 
velle, is near the top. 

Three of Tourbillon’s sons are repre- 
sented. Djebel, the outstanding European 
sire of the last few years, has four 2-year- 
olds and four 3-year-olds among the lead- 
ets. *Goya 2nd has two in each age 
group. The younger Tornado, represented 
by his second crop of foals, has two 2-year- 
olds in the top group. 

It is a rather extraordinary circum- 
Sance that every one of Djebel’s eight 
fepresentatives on the highly selective list 
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piesented here is closely inbred, four of 
them to Tourbillon. Coronation is out of 
a Tourbillon mare. Arbace, Targui, and 
Hedjaz have daughters of Tourbillon for 
their second dams. Marveil is inbred to 
Bruleur (grandsire of Tourbillon) with 
two free generations. Djeddah’s second 
dam, Heldifann, is a full sister to Durban, 
dam of Tourbillon, and Djeddah is also 
inbred to *Teddy with three free gener- 
ations. Damnos and Timur are similarly 
inbred to *Teddy. 

In addition, Charleval is by Tourbillon 
and his third dam, Diademe. is a full sis- 
ter to Tourbillon. Estoe is inbred to As- 
terus. son of *Teddy. with one free gener- 
ation. Golestan is inbred to Pharos with 
two free generations: his two grandsires, 
Nearco and Cameronian, are both sons of 
Pharos. Le Radjah has comparable in- 
breeding to Rabelais. 

In general, the amount of inbreeding in 
these horses is well above average expec- 
tation. I do not take it, however, as a 


demonstration of the effectiveness of in- 
breeding. 


It seems rather to be a demon- 
stration of the effectiveness of class. 

For instance, Charleval. by Tourbillon, 
is out of Caravelle. one of the best race 
mares of the war period in France. Among 
Djebel’s inbred offspring, Coronation, Mar- 
veil, Targui, Timur, and Hedjaz are out of 
high-class race mares. Djeddah is out of 
the winner Djezima, which had already 
distinguished herself as the dam_ of 
*Priam. Arbace’s dam, Canidia, foaled 
in the war year of 1941, did not race. 

Under the circumstances, the inbreed- 
ing in the case of the best offspring of 
Tourbillon and Djebel possibly can be set 
aside as incidental. However, this con- 
solidation of the best blood and best class 
in the Boussac stud may be of importance 
to breeders in other countries in the future. 


HEROD LINE. Tourbillon, of course. 
is a tail-male descendant of King Herod, 
whose male line in most racing countries 
has been reduced to a very small percent- 
age. Of the 49 “best” horses listed here, 
Tourbillon is either the sire or the pater- 
nal grandsire of 17. Adding Pegase 3rd 
(by Amfortas, by *Ksar) and Drakkar 
(by Balthazar, by *Epinard). there are 
19 horses of the Herod line, or 39 per cent 
of the total. This is, in all probability, a 
higher proportion of high-class Herod-line 
horses than has existed in any country

*Heldifann is full sister to DURBAN, dam of 
Tourbillon. Her dam Banshee had American-bred 
parents, Irish Lad and Frizette. 
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since the decline of the *Diomed-Lexing- 
ton dynasty in the United States. 

After Tourbillon, the next largest male- 
line concentration is in the *Teddy group, 
which has nine representatives, or 18 per 
cent of the total. Five are from Blandford, 
three of them through the young stallion 
Norseman, by Umidwar. Four trace to 
Rabelais, by St. Simon; these are Tulette, 
Thmar Pitt, Le Radjah, and Spooney. My 
Love is from the Chaucer branch of the 
St. Simon line. The others are widely 
scattered. 


AMERICAN BLOOD. The list of lead- 
ing horses of the two age groups in France 
will give some clue to the situation which 
has forced upon the French and English 
stud books the problem of revising their 
standards of admission. Fifteen of the 26 
3-year-olds and 12 of the 23 2-year-olds— 
or 55 per cent of the total of 49 horses— 
have American strains which bar them 
from England’s General Stud Book. 

These strains not yet officially admitted 
into the English book come _ principally 
through Tourbillon and *Aethelstan 2nd, 
both of which had high-class mares of 
American ancestry on the dam’s side. 

The top 2-year-olds which are, as they 
used to say, “tainted” with American 
blood are Ambiorix, Fontenay, Coronation, 
Goyuca, Charleval, Galgala, Arbace, Nar- 
viko, Tulette, Tagala, Marveil, and Targui. 
The 3-year-olds: Djeddah, Flush Royal, 
Bey, Damnos. Corteira, Estoc, Turmoil. 
Timur, Golestan, Goyaz, Rigoletto 3rd. 
Periscope 2nd, Hedjaz, Talan, and Boby 
3rd. 

Seven of these—Coronation, Charleval. 
Arbace, Targui, Djeddah, Corteira. and 
Hedjaz—are from “tainted” American an- 
cestry on both sides of their pedigree. 

By now the lesson has been pretty well 
driven home that class is the most im- 
portant single factor in selecting breeding 
stock, and “purity” of remote pedigree the 
least important. The pedigree of Tour- 
billon, for instance, includes in its first 
three generations only one mare (Basse 
Terre, dam of Bruleur) which was not a 
high-class racer. 


FRIZETTE. The greatest contributor 
to the delinquency (“impurity”) of the 
French stud book has been the American- 
bred mare Frizette. On the tracks in this 
country she was a stakes winner, but she 
was by Hamburg, son of Hanover. Though 
Hanover was one of the greatest racers 
and sires in American breeding, the Eng- 
lish and French books found that a minis- 
cule fraction of his remote pedigree could 
not be traced to the General Stud Book. 
The French book had already accepted 
Frizette, but the English book, by its 1913 
rule, the “Jersey Act.” excluded her and 
her descendants.

Stymie Does His Daily Mileage

The hunt race season in the East began 
last Saturday with the Warrenton Point-to- 
Point. though a distinction has to be made 
between such meetings and those which 
are held over flagged courses. This one 
was held on a cold morning, miles away 
from anywhere—to a somewhat confused 
sense of geography it seemed that Rixey- 
ville was nearest—and it was surprising 
to find something like 600 to 700 people 
out. It was surprising, in fact, to find me 
out. 

The race was over what looked to me 
like an extremely long five miles of rolling 
country, “to Mr. Chilton’s cemetery,” 
where each rider had to pick up a poker 
chip and return to the finish point, which 
was a large Chevrolet farm truck, and 
they were adjured not to go over any 
freshly seeded fields. 

In most point-to-points you see the field 
for a fence or two, and then you might as 
well settle down and take a drink and wait, 
because you don’t see anything at all for 
the next ten minutes. But this course had 
been very intelligently selected, and except 
for short periods when the field was over 
the crown of a hill it was in view. The 
time of the race was 11:33%5, and I sup- 
pose all or part of the field was visible for 
eight or nine minutes. 

William L. Rochester, who won the race 
in 1947, won it again on an eight-year-old 
Slave Ship gelding named Black Slave. 
which got jumped on at an early fence 
and covered the course with an ankle so 
badly cut it seemed that he might have to 
be destroyed. Killay, with John Hinkley 
up, Was pushing the winner hard at the 
end, but he missed by a half-length. 

I can’t say that the breed of horses is 
likely to be improved much by this sort 
of thing, but the point of it is that several 
hundred people had fun with horses—near 
as | could tell, there wasn’t a bookmaker 
around—and this used to be the purpose 
of racing. Maybe it is yet, and the little 
informal races in the country do more 
than their part in feeding into the race 
tracks the element which keeps them from 
becoming roulette wheels. This was the 
thought on a cold, wet hillside last Satur- 
day, anyway. 


SEVEN. In Virginia, you never run out 
of something to do. because you can al- 
ways go look at the horses.

By Jimminy has also improved in appear- 
ence since he left the tracks. 
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Pilate was an uncomfortable reminder 
that time has passed by. It just happened 
that this tourist was a visitor at W. R. 
Coe’s vanished Shoshone Stud when Pilate. 
then in the pride of his strength, and mot- 
tled, as he is now, with the “Bend Or” 
spots, was brought back from the races 
and tested—with a mare mule as I recall 
it—for fertility. “When I looked in that 
microscope,” Hugh Fontaine remarked, “I 
could see ten thousand little race horses.” 
Well, here was Pilate, an ageing veteran 
now, and rapidly going blind. His health 
is good, however, so he’ll do for a few 
more seasons, 

It is a little surprising to see hoof-marks 
on a ceiling. But Pot O’ Luck has made 
some in his stall. There was a light bulb 
in the center, as there is in the other stalls.

First) money 
of $11.600 was by no means negligible, but larger 
ends were in view: Five of the starters were Ken- 
tucky Derby nominees, and supplementary Preak- 
ness nominations were a possibility for those not 
already eligible to Maryland’s section of the Triple 
Crown. 

Under the allowance conditions of the Fair 
Grounds race, Ben F. Whitaker’s Prinee Quest ear- 
ried top weight of 120 pounds. Petey Cotter got 
in with 114, the rest with 111. Melvin’s Dubon’s 
overweight brought Certify up to 115. 

The fast Petey Cotter led in the early part of 
the race. Rookwood was never far back. In the 
stretch the son of Islam quickly moved abreast of 
the leader, put him away. won easily by three 
lengths. Great Shuffle passed the tiring Prince 
Quest, got up for third. 

The Louisiana Derby winner was foaled at Jack 
Howard’s Rookwood Farm, at the northern edge 
of Lexington, on February 9, 1946. Joe W. Brown, 
Rookwood’s breeder, for years has kept his breed- 
ing stock at the Howard farm, for which the Derby 
winner was named. 

The colt was broken at the farm as a yearling. 
but was not tried. “I never ask much of yearlings.” 
Mr. Howard explains. “We only breeze them, 
never “set them down.” All the early training is 
done over grass. I have had exceptionally good re- 
sults with yearlings handled that way.” 


the final order was behind the easy-running My Request. 


quest (fourth from left) was third. 
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Islam, sire of the Louisiana Derby winner, was 
raced by Mr. Howard, made several stud seasons 
at Rookwood Farm until he was sold early in 
1946. “I bought Islam at Hialeah Park, ran him 
that same afternoon and won the Miami Jockey 
Club Handicap, which was one of the big races of 


the winter season at that time.” Mr. Howard re- 
calls. Mr. Howard bought Sweet Scent to breed 
to the horse. Rookwood, her foal of 1946, was 
the only foal for Islam that year. 

Sweet Scent was bought by Mr. Brown in 1940, 
when Mr. Howard disposed of his own brood- 
mares and began devoting Rookwood Farm to 
bearding horses. Islam was sold in’ February. 
1946, to a breeder from Oklahoma. “I sold the 
horse with the understanding that he would be 
left at my farm until Sweet Scent had foaled.” Mr. 
Howard reports. “After Rookwood was born, I 
bred the mare to Islam again, and then the stal- 
lion was taken away. I understand that he is in 
Texas now.”

French Successes Due in Part 


To Makeup of Racing Calendar 


Paris 

The best-class French horses, as pointed 
out in a previous article BLoop-Horse 
of January 8. page 90]. are little raced in 
their 2-year-old season, but this does not 
mean that they will be backward as 3- 
year-olds and that their preparation has 
been delayed. From almost the start of 
the full season at Longchamp in April 
they have numerous opportunities, prob- 
ably more than in England, of being pre- 
pared over the classic distance of a mile 
and a half. 

At this point I will state that from what 
I have seen in the United States, a mile and 
a half as horses are raced in Europe is the 
equivalent in effort that is required for a 
mile and a quarter on your side of the At- 
lantic. 

Contrary to an idea held in some quar- 
ters abroad, the aim of the French breeder 
and owner is to win either the French or 
English Derby. It is almost impossible to 


win both, because they are run within a . 


few days of each other. Their main goal 
is not the Grand Prix, over nearly two 
miles, as stated by Lord Rosebery at a 
meeting of the English Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association in 1947. 

It is true that the Grand Prix is the high- 
est purse on the Continent for 3-year-olds, 
but the reason is mainly financial, as the 
object is to attract international competi- 
tion with the participation of English, 
French, and other Derby winners. 

When the then first steward of the 
Jockey Club made his speech, it would 
seem that he was trying to find an excuse 
for the defeat of English horses in long 
distance events. His conclusion was that 
while it was very pleasing to win the As- 


cot Gold Cup (2% miles), he knew of no- - 
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body who would not prefer to win the 
Derby. 

The French, of course, do prefer the 
Derby, and did win it with Pearl Diver 
and My Love. 

It can be said in this respect that while 
My Love was the best horse of his age in 
France, Pearl Diver certainly was not. As 


the latter’s victory was no fluke. there must 
be some reason to it. 


PUBLICLY PREPARED. Can it be 
deduced that the French success that year 
{1947| in the Derby was due to the de. 
terioration of English breeding? If that 
were true. it could be expected that all 
French horses of a certain class would win 
in England and no immediate improve- 
ment could be hoped for in that country, 
But if French owners were inclined to be. 
lieve this, it would be lunacy. So some 
other explanation is necessary other than 
that of superiority. 

I suggest that part of the reason why 
Pearl Diver won at Epsom in 1947 was 
that he had been more publicly prepared 
for the race than most of his opponents. 

Before going to England, Pearl Diver 
had won a Class A stakes race over 2,300 
metres (1 7/16 miles). And it must be 
noted too that My Love, before winning 
his Derby, had scored over a mile and a 
half from leaders of his generation. After 
the fashion of this victory, French. stu- 
dents of form did not doubt that My Love 
would be in at the finish at Epsom. 

Through the spring, a series of produce 
stakes is run at Longchamp over distances 
ranging from 2.100 metres (1,5; miles) to 
2.400 metres (142 miles), an ideal prep. 
aration for the classics. 

In France, as in England, great import- 
ance is attached to the idea of a Triple

Crown for 3-year-olds: a mile Guineas in 
early spring. a mile-and-a-half Derby at 
the end of spring. and a 17x-mile St. Leger 
in the early fall. In many cases. winners 
and runners in the French Guineas (Poule 
d’Essai) have gone on not only to com- 
pete in the Derby (Prix du Jockey Club) 
but also to run in and even win the Grand 
Prix de Paris. 

The Guineas in France, however, is re- 
garded more as a preliminary step, and 
not so much an aim as in England, where 
the purse is ten times as much. The 
French Guineas is placed in the middle 
of the already mentioned series of longer- 
distance produce stakes. 


AN EXCEPTION. Like the Guineas. 
the Grand Prix is something out of the 
ordinary. Participation of the best 3-year- 
old colts two weeks after the Prix du 
Jockey Club depends on their condition 
and the way they have recovered from a 
hard race in the Derby. 

The leading fillies have three weeks to 
get over the French Oaks (Prix de Diane, 
1, miles) traditionally raced a week be- 
fore the Prix du Jockey Club. These two 
_ classics are run at Chantilly, whereas the 
Grand Prix is at Longchamp. 

Very few horses are prepared right from 
the beginning of the season with the Grand 
Prix as their main aim. Only the biggest 
stables can earmark one horse for the 
Derby and another for the Grand Prix. 


My Love 


No other than M. Boussac could have won 
the French Derby of 1945 with Coaraze 
and the Grand Prix with Caracalla. who 
had not competed in the Prix du Jockey 
Club. 

Caracalla had a special preparation for 
the Grand Prix. He started racing as a

Besides the 
Prix Reiset, there are the Prix de l’Esper- 
ance and the Prix Berteux. But the other 
societies have not followed suit and no 
stakes race for 3-year-olds can be found in 
their programmes over 3.000 metres: only 
three events above the Derby distance are 
of any importance, over 2.600 metres and 
2.800 metres. 

The difference between England and 
France lies not so much in the classic 
events themselves. but in the arrangement 
of the racing calendar leading up to the 
classics. So the Grand Prix de Paris is 
not so much an aim but a grande finale. 
A win in the Grand Prix de Paris alone 
does not stamp a horse as the champion 
of his year, as those 3.000 metres at Long- 
champ are in a way a lottery. with a large 
field and the horses themselves feeling the 
effects of their campaign. 

From what I have written it will be eas- 
ily gathered that French breeders do not 
exaggerate stamina in their bloodlines. 
Their aim for class requires the crossing 
of both stamina and speed. and this al- 
liance. which is class in itself. is in effect 
the real strength of French breeding. This 
method produces a fair number of first- 
class classic horses, and percentages of ex- 
cellent sprinters and pure stayers. 

The French class horse is capable of 
following any pace, and then producing 
a dominating flash of speed. 


ANNUAL REPORT 


A Light Decline 
In New Hampshire 


The most significant observation by the 
New Hampshire Racing Commission in 
its 1948 report applied also to New Eng- 
land in general. This was that racing is 
more profitable when neighboring tracks 
do not race in direct competition with one 
another. 

As there are 365 days a year in each 
New England state. and separate racing 
commissions with complete calendars at 
their disposal, a continued increase in rac- 
ing days was bound to result in duplica- 
tion. It did. 

The New Hampshire commission re- 
ported that Narragansett Park’s fall meet- 
ing dropped 35 per cent in mutuel handle 
during the time the Rhode Island track 
operated in competition with Rockingham 
Park. Lincoln Downs’ daily mutuel handle 
was off 20 per cent, partly because half 
of the meeting was in competition with 
Rockingham Park. Both of these reduc- 
tions were during fall meetings, compared 
to the spring meetings of 1948. There was 
no conflict in the spring. 


This and other similar data was evi- 
dence enough to convince New England 
commissions that in areas where tracks 
normally attract the same customers and 
the same horses, it is essential to co-oper- 
ate for maximum efficiency and profit. 

As a result of 1948 experience, track 
managements have worked together in 
planning for 1949. The aim is toward 
reduction of dates and a minimum of 
duplication. 

But despite intensified competition in 
the past year, the average mutuel handle 
at Rockingham, New Hampshire’s only 
running track. was just 7 per cent less 
than 1947. The drop in average attend- 
ance was even less. slightly more than 3 
per cent. 


TAXATION. Racing’s bogey man of re- 
cent years totaled $2,666,860 in 1948. This 
represented a decrease from 1947 taxes 
of about 1144 per cent. Another $10,000 
was collected from a pari-mutuel tax on 
harness racing held at Cold Spring Park, 
but this is not included in the preceding 
total. 


The New Hampshire Commissioner of 
Agriculture received approximately $118. 
000 of the total taxes for distribution 
among county fairs throughout the state. 
The Union Grange Fair Association of 
Plymouth received the largest subsidy,

$26,000. The rest of this sum was appor- 
tioned among 10 other associations. 

The remaining $2.000.000 of mutuel tax 
income was placed in a special State fund. 


LABORATORY. The State of New 
Hampshire also made a step forward in 
anti-stimulation procedure. A completely 
equipped laboratory was purchased and 
the services of a full-time chemist were 
acquired. 

In the past several years analysis of 
saliva and urine had been left up to a 
commercial laboratory. With the devel- 
opment of new drugs and of detailed 
methods of detection. this expense would 
have grown to approximately $10.000 in 
1948. 

Investigation revealed that the initial 
cost of a fully equipped laboratory would 
be only $10,875. After the first year, the 
operating cost would not exceed $6,000, 
This figure includes the salary of a chem. 
ist who is also available for other duties, 

The commission laboratory was set up 
as a part of the State Department of 
Health, and began operation July 1, 1948, 

There also were changes in methods of 
procedure concerning collection of urine 
samples. It had been the practice to as. 
sign one inspector for each race. But in 
1948, two men were assigned for each race. 
Also the three-hour limit for the collection 
of specimens was removed. Men were re- 
quired to remain on duty regardless of 
how much time it took. 

The result of this method was a urine 
sample from every winning horse. A total 
of 678 races was checked. 

In two instances the chemist reported 
positive cases. The analysis in both cases 
showed the presence of a drug similar to 
benzedrine. One groom and two trainers 
were suspended. 

There is also a new State veterinarian 
in New Hampshire. Dr. John E. Marston, 
who had served 14 years, relinquished his 
duties in favor of his son, Dr. Edward D. 
Marston, who had assisted his father at 
various times. 


CHARITY. The New Hampshire Jockey 
Club donated the proceeds of three racing 
days to charity. The sum of $67,672 was 
turned over to Gov. Charles M. Dale, who 
distributed the money through a com- 
mittee. 

Not as a charity, but as a contribution 
to betterment of horses, the commission 
has given annually for several years the 
sum of $1,250 to the maintenance of the 
stud barn at the University of New Hamp- 
shire. 

The personnel of the commission under- 
went no changes in 1948. They are Mer: 
ril A. Calkins, chairman; Byron E. Red: 
man, secretary; and Emmet J. Kelley.

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Some Notes on 


Lady Blessington 
by Neil Newman 


A disciple of Aesculapius. living in Vir- 
ginia or West Virginia, wrote and asked if 
I could tell the story of the broodmare 
Lady Blessington, addressing me in care 
of THe Broopv-Horse. Unfortunately I 
have mislaid the good doctor’s letter, and 
so I am taking this means of answering his 
inquiry. 

Lady Blessington was a bay mare foaled 
in 1861. by *Eclipse—Philo, by Mariner. 
She traced back to the imported Cub mare. 
She was bred by W. H. Gibbons, and first 
saw the light in the State of New Jersey. 

So far as I can determine, she raced but 
three times. in the year 1866. All of her 
starts were at Hoboken in the name of 
Col. David McDaniel. father of the late 
Henry McDaniel. 

At Hoboken on June 20, 1866. she fin- 
ished fourth—and last—under 117 pounds 
in the second race of the day. for all ages 
at 214 miles. 

On the first day of the autumn meeting. 
September 13. 1866. Lady Blessington. 
ridden by Albert, was unplaced in the sec- 
ond race. a purse of $200, all ages, at a 
mile. In the next race on the program, a 
purse of $250 for all ages. mile heats. only 
two started: Knighthood 4, 104. and Lady 
Blessington 5, 111. ridden by Albert. Lady 
Blessington won the first heat in 1:50. but 
was beaten in the next two, run in 1:5014 
and 1:5314. 

Lady Blessington was then sold to the 
first August Belmont and was one of the 
foundation mares of his Nursery Stud, 
then located near Babylon. Long Island. 
Her foaling record is as follows:

ing. Countess was third in the Ladies’ 
Stakes of 1874, won by Bonaventure, while 
Lady Rosebery was third in the Bouquet 
Stakes of 1880, won by Spinaway. 

Duchess was possibly the best of Lady 
Blessington’s issue as a performer. Racing 
in the name of Eph Snedecker, this good 
filly at three. in 1884, won four races, all 
stakes: the Ladies’, the Monmouth Oaks, 
the Mermaid, and the West End Hotel 
Stakes. 

She was later sold to General Harding, 
of the Belle Meade Stud, and while there 
produced Clifford and a colt by Iroquois 
named Eau Gallie, foaled in 1892. This 
colt’s name was changed twice, to Utica 
and then to Trojan. He was shipped to 
England in that ill-starred invasion of the 
British Turf made by Richard Croker and 
Mike Dwyer about 1895. Eau Gallie won 
in England in Croker’s silks. 

I cannot disabuse my mind of the notion 
Clifford was bred by the late Gene Leigh. 
He was by Bramble and ran in the name of 
Rose and Leigh. Later he was sold to 
General Stephen Sanford and did very 
well as a sire at the Hurricana Stud, where 
he died. His grave is suitably marked by 
a stone in the Sanford horse cemetery. 

When Mad Hatter was winning stakes 
I asked the late August Belmont why he 
sold this horse and his brother Mad Play 
to Sam Hildreth instead of retaining them 
as potential sires. He answered to this 
effect: “Young man, my father and I have 
wasted many mares breeding them to sires 
descended from Lady Blessington. None 
of her descendants has been a successful 
sire, and it is my opinion none ever will 
be.” 

Clifford was the only descendant of Lady 
Blessington which could be termed a suc- 
cessful sire, and he was bred outside of 
the Nursery Stud. Among the failures 
were Magistrate, Masterman, Watervale, 
Old Koenig, Madman, Sun Beau, Mad 
Hatter, and Action. Mad Play was in- 
potent. 

*Vulcain was a qualified success. Like 
all the descendants of Lady Blessington 
bred by the Belmonts, he traced back 
through Lady Rosebery. *Vulcain was a 
good race horse in France, winning the 
Prix Miss Gladiator, Prix Reiset, and Prix 
Noailles, was third in the Prix Daru and 
Prix Juigne, and went wrong in the Prix 
du Jockey Club. He started but six times. 

He was the sire of Thunderclap. Sway. 
The Wanderer, Fair Gain, Sea Rock. 
Awake, Apprentice, Hephaistos, Bel- 
phrizonia, Morsel, Star Fire, Relentless. 
and Uncle Donald. Some of his daugh- 
ters, notably Margaret Lawrence (Lawley, 
Modern Times, Lawrin, and Unerring). 
Greedy Girl (Tangerloo), Milfoil (Tara’s 
Hall, Time Clock. and Mary Terry), and 
Wisecrack (Smart Crack) gained recog: 
nition as broodmares. 


True to his convictions, August Belmont 


sold *Vulcain to Henry T. Oxnard. On 
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Mr. Oxnard’s death *Vulcain pur- 
chased by the first James Butler. 

Attention is called to some of the names 
selected by the elder Belmont for some of 
Lady Blessington’s progeny. 

The daughter of *Eclipse—Philo, by 
Mariner, was named after Margaret, the 
Countess of Blessington, an Irish novelist 
and miscellaneous writer born near Clon- 
mel, County Tipperary, Ireland, on Sep- 
tember 1, 1789. She died in Paris on June 
4, 1849, 

Her father, Edmund Power, was a small 
landowner. Hei early life was extremely 
unhappy due to her father’s poverty and 
certain of his traits of character. To es- 
cape this she married at the early age of 
15 a Captain Maurice St. Leger Farmer, 
whose dissolute habits brought him to 
debtor’s prison, where he died in 1817. His 
wife fortunately had left him, and after 
his death she married in February, 1818, 
for the second time, to Charles John Gard- 
iner, Earl of Blessington. 

She is described as being a woman of 
rare beauty and singular charm and wit. 
She was equally distinguished for her gen- 
erosity and extravagant tastes, which were 
fully shared by her husband. This re- 
sulted in encumbered estates and a load of 
debt. In the autumn of 1822 they went 
abroad and spent four months at Genoa 
in close intimacy with the brilliant, hand- 
some, and profligate George Gordon, Lord 
Byron. 

Lord Blessington died in May, 1829. 
Prior to her second husband’s death, the 
Blessingtons had been joined by Count 
d'Orsay, who in 1827 married Lady Har- 
riet Gardner, Lord Blessington’s only 
daughter by a former wife. Count d’Orsay 
and his wife soon separated and d’Orsay 
then accompanied Lady Blessington to 
England and lived with her until her 
death. 


Their home, first at Seamore Place and 
later Gore House, Kensington, became the 
center of attraction for all that was dis- 
tinguished in learning, literature, science, 
and fashion. Lady Blessington was editor 
for some years of the Book of Beauty and 
The Keepsake. In 1834 she published her 
Conversations With Lord Byron, followed 
by Idler in Italy, in 1839-1840, and Idler 
in France, published in 1841. The latter 
two were exceptionally popular by reason 
of their personal gossip, anecdote, and de- 
scriptions of nature and sentiment.

Blessington was business- 
and was extravagant, to boot. 
Count d’Orsay was nothing more nor less 
than a “squaw man.” He spent Lady 
Blessington’s money like water, incurred 
debts in all directions, and as a result was 
forced early in 1849 to flee to France to 
escape his creditors and debtor’s prison. 
Lady Blessington sold all the furnish- 
ings and decorations of Gore House, went 
to Paris with the proceeds to join Count 
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15 Foals - 12 Starters - 10 Winners

Alfred Guillaume Gabriel, Count d°Or- 
say, was 12 younger than” Lady 
Blessington. He was a son of General 
d°Orsay and is said to have been exception. 
ally handsome. a wit. exquisitely tasteful 
in dress. a good shot. a good horseman, 
and strangely enough, a good boxer. 

When he married Lady Harriet Gard. 
ner the bride was but 15 years old. Nat. 
urally the union did not last, and after 
Lord Blessington’s death d’Orsay became 
the companion of his widow. A Bonapart. 
ist. d'Orsay frequently entertained Prince 
Louis Napoleon (The Parvenu) at Gore 
House, but disapproving the coup d'etat of 
1851, d’Orsay lost caste with Napoleon. He 
died August 4, 1852, shortly after his ap- 
pointment as director of fine arts.

In connection with the changes in start.

fees in the Preakness, John O. Needles, 
secretary of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
has explained that they are dependent on 
the amount of the purse. Last year, when 
the added money was $100.000, the start- 
ing fee was $1,000 and the supplementary 
fee was $3,000. The added money this 
year is $75,000, and a corresponding re- 
duction has been made in the other fees: 
it will cost $750 to start, $2,250 to make 
a supplementary nomination. Deadline for 
supplementary entries is April 15.

AQUEDUCT STAKES
